gether with all godly comciencicus pcople, both Gentry , and Com- 

mons, of all forts, ranks, and conditions whatſoever. ps 

. 2 On the other ſide wee have molt of the Papiits of the Kingdome, 

many whereofare chief commanders together with the Popiſh party of 

Lords, Gentry and Commons, with all the Prelaticallfaction of Bi- 


ſhops, with thew dependants, all Popiſh ſuperſtitious idle , dchoyſ,. .

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Conſider ſecondly, having ſeen the parties, what are their pra&iſes in

Firſt, the Parliament party, &c. by the ſeverall complaints, cries, and 
petitions of the people for redreſle , hath found out their adverſaries, ut- 
terly malignant againſt Religion, and Lay. 

Religion, in DoArine, in Diſcipline: 

In doctrine, they affirme,and appeale co the knowledge, and experience 
ofall men to give teſtimony to the truth thereof , that their adverſaries 

in the chiefand prime leaders, have for'a long ſcaſon endeavoured to un- 
dermine the fundamentall points of the proteſtant Religion, by filencing 
our godly, learned, and painfull Miniſters, by corrupting our Univer- 
fities , with Popiſh, and Arminian governours in moſt Colledges , by 
placing ſuperſtitious, idle, ſcandalous, ignorant, non-reſident, and non= 
preaching Miniſters, throughout the Kingdome ; by committing the po- 
wer of printing , and the key of the prefles, into the hands of Popiſh, 
Prxlaticall, Arminian , Domeſtick Chaplens, by tollerating, and coun- 

- kenancing preaching and printing , Popiſh, Arminian, and licencious 
tenets: that the Pope is not Antichriſt, nor Rome Babylon ; with the 
like Popiſh tenets : that men may fall from grace, and bee for heaven 
to day, and for hell to morrow , with the like Arminian tenets : That 

. Sunday is no Sabbath , and men may ſpend it in paſtimes and ſports, 

'with ſuchlike licencious tenets, &c, 

* Thus they have been -malignant againſt the dorine of the Church, 

In diſcipline: 

Secondly, they likewiſe affirme( with the like appeale ) to the know- 
{edge of all men, that their adverſaries haye been-a1wayes malignant un- 
to Religion, as in doftrine fo in diſcipline; by preſcribing , altering, 
and corrupting formes of prayer in the Church, by turning tables into 
Altars, and placing greater degree of holineſſe in one part of the Church 
then another; by comman4ing cringings , bowings , duckings, by intro- 
ducing many guegaws'and ridiculous innovations of copes, pitures,cru- 

_ cifixes crofles candle-ſticks, tapers, &c. into the worſhip of God: 

. Thus they ay , they have been malignant againft Religion, in do- 

Arine , in worſhip. 

Secondly , they have diſcovered their adverſarics malignant againft 
Law , by endeavouring to bring in an Arbitrary governmept, as is evi- 
dentin the charge of Strafford and C anterbury, prime qvondawm agents 
of this preſent fation, which hath had a being, and a working, in capire

_ pleading for, and-preſſing Shipmoneys coat and condudt moneys Arbi-

. had one, by endeavouring and bringing to paſle the diffolution of them 
when wee had any ; and now the deſtruction of this preſent Parliament 
Which they cannot diſſolve: ; 

Thus the one party hath diſcovered their enemie. 

. - Secondly, the other party affirme the ſame againſt the Parliament, &c2 
viz. that they are enemies unto Religion, and unto Law; unto Religion, 
here they alleadge nothing in peiat of Dofrine; but for Diſcipline,

they can think of, to finde out the will of God concerning his worſhip;

dome 3 but we know zhat the Army raiſed up by his Authority, is for 
the fubyerfion both of Religion and Lawes; and that thoſe that are now 
the Kings Counſeltours, havealwayes and now do indeavoure the root-

its deftruQion: if ſo be that that was committed to the king by the king- 


dome for its preſervation, it is by the Votes and Apprehenfionsof the 
repreſentative Body of the kingdome.(the beſt Judges herein) like to be 
perverted to itsruine and deſtruction? the preſervation of the kingdome 
being the chicfeſt Law, doth dictate unto.the kingdome its own ſecuri- 
tie , 'by ſeizing upon the Weapovs, Armes, 9p.

Thirdly, conſider, Chriſt hathforewarned us-of the ſorrowes of the 
latter dayes, of Wars, andrumors of Wars ; that the Father ſhould be 
-againſt rhe Childe, and the Childe againſt the Father ; that his Cauſe 
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but withall adviſeth us hot to be troubled, but to rejoyce and to be &x8- 
 ceeding glad, becauſe our Redemption draweth nigh; out of this eater 
- will come ſweetnefſe,and light out of this darkneſſe: the immediate fore 
runner of a clear and warme day is a miſtie morning: Chriſt aſcended 
from his Croſſe to his Crown, ſo ſhall his Churches , thongh now fora - 
* little while the ery of the Churches of Chriſt be ; How long Lord, how 
long, &c, yet ſuddenly their ſongs ſhall bee , Babylon the great is fallen, 
45 fallen : hee will ſhortlie take downe your Harpes fromthe Wil- 
low Trees and teach you to warble out the ſongs of Syon.in the land 
of Canaan. De oft | 
Fourthly , Conſider that God will dohis great wonders of judge- 
ment upon the wicked of the world by his Church and people , &c, at 
a time when they ſhall bee moſt confident of utter ruinating his + 
Church : the whole current of the Scriptures declares that God will 
makehis Church his Battle Axe and weapons of his Warfare, that by 
His Churches hee will beat in pieces all the Nations of the earth, and that 
he will make Sions hornes Iron , and her hoofes braſſe, &c. and that Je- 
raſfalem ſhall be a cup of trembling and a burthenſome-ſtone, and that all 
that burthen themſelves with ir , ſhall be broken to peeces, by it, and 
though men gather themſelves together , yet tney ſhail bee broken to 
Pleces, with many promiſes of this nature, never yet performed and for 
the time of it, it ſhall be when they ſay , Lez o#r eye looke upon Sion, and 
Jet her be defiled: Tt ſhall bethien, when all the whole Earth ſhall bee 
filled with admiration both of the ſuddainneſſe and irrecoverableneſſe of 
their ruine, 

Fiftly , Conſider that the ſtate of this preſent time, and the face of 
things now doth abundantly intimate, that this.cannot be long, and that 
the very quarrell in which Antichriſt ſhall fall, and the Charches of 
Chriſt ſhall riſe, 1s now begun in this Kingdome : For | | 

Firſt, the cauſe 4s purely the glory of Jeſus Chriſt, his Word and 
Worſhip, this is the very-quarrell between Chriſt and Antichriſt, Mi- 
chaell and the Dragon, as the Word intimates. 

Secondly , the followers and fighters in this Battell are the Angels of 
Michaell and the Dragon, how doth godly honeſt menrank themſelves 
one the one fide, &c, and on the other, but Papiſts and Atheiſts, &c. 

Thirdly, this quarrell is generall, as the laſt and greateſt quarrellmuſt 
be; for the good party now through the Chriſtian world, waits with 
prayers and teares for .a good ſuccefſe here in England , and the Popifh 
party alfo with all their endeayoures, in Spaine, France, Jreland, Den- 
mark, &c. ſeek the furtherance of ſucceile ou their fides, 
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the ſame method as hee will inthat quarrell: Michael will notgo but. = 


with his Angels ; bat yet he will ſo mannagethe buſineſle, as that it ſhall 
appcare that hee is Michael, the mightie God ; and hath hee not done 
fo in all the Battels hitherto in this preſent Controverſie > Hath hee 
not appeared in glorie ar Keynton Battell, to the terrour and amazement 
of the adverſaries (though like hardned Pharaohs) thcy will not ac- 
knowledge Gods wonders , how did he appeare at Brainceford? though 
our adverſaries (brag at the ſucccfle thereof? as they may with everla- 
ftivg ſhame and reproch for their Treacherie , Crueltie and Cowar- 
dice, when thcy came with a full intent to be drunk with our bleud, and 
to ſwell with our wzalth., to plunder our City (though they have the 
face to deni- it, when ſome of the chiefeſt of them ſent word to ſome of 
. their fri:nds in London to change their lodging , and ſecure themſelves 
in ſuch andſuch places, intimating their intentions of bloud, &c ) yet 
how did Ged drive them away by two broken unprovided Reviments, 
though they came intentionally; the whole Army conſiſting of many 
thouſands,&c how hath God appeared atWincheſter?at Chicheſter, &c. 
ſurely all this. doth afford marter of incouragements in this Canſe. 
Therefore if any Conſiderations of the right or left hand, libertie or 
Religion, inward or outward man will take hold upon us, wee ſhould 
ho!d on- in the worke , and give outour ſ{lves in cur Prayers, Eſtates 
and perſons, now or never, betrer it is to part with ſome now like men, 
then with all hereafter like ſlaves: did you but know the conſequences 
of this War, you would count it the beſt husbandrie to ſpare from your 
backs and-bellies to maintaine it : . bee not deceived with con ceits of a 
Peace, and an Accommodation : let the katefull memorie of that man 
be written in bloud, who delights in blouJ; yea, let him have bloud to 
drink, forhe is worthy; let. inward and outward trouble be his portion 
that deſires not Peace with truth and holin«flei but there is all impro- 
babilitie (at leaſt as yer) of any ſuch Peace; for the interruptions of the 
Proteſtant Cauſe in Jrcland occaſioned by, ifnot aimed arin, theſe 
preſent diſtraQtions , the inſurreCtiong of the Papiſts, and the riſingsup 
of ſeverall Armies throughout the Kingdome (beſides the greater Body 
with the King) to wit, the Earles of Newcaſtle, Cumberland: Worce- 
er, Sir Ralph Hoptons, &c. the continuall Diicoveries of Preparations 
beyond Seas, by Faftors gone over to that purpoſe for Armes, and Am- 
- munition, &c. are ſufficient intimations to any man of the meaneſt ca-= 
pacity, that it is very unlikly that we ſhall have a good peace from them 
as the caſe now. ſtands, The peace of the Goſpel and ofthe Kingdome 
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_ now labouting for ſuch a peace without any more ſhedding of bloud: 
+ Which if ir could bee attained, would bee the joy of every honeſt heart 
only this we feare , our enemies defigne in pretending a defire of peace 
is to delay (if poſſibly untill the ſpring in which time they hope to ga 
ther ſtrength, and recover that blond which (though they will not con 
. fſe) they loſt in the fall. Happily they intend to make up their nam 
ber again with an Army of Jriſh Rebels ; (for doubtlefle the Jriſh an. 
Engliſh Rebellion againſt the peace of the two kingdomes is all of : 
bloud and breading:) butlet them come, we fear nothing: that bloud i 
' as Corrupted as the former and God will let it out: Our cauſe is good 
God is with us, and thery Rock ts not as ours;our enemies themſelves ben; 
Juages: Hee hath ſhewed himſelf glorious in his holinefſe, fearfull i 
praiſes , working wonders hee hath thrown down mountaines.filled uy 
Vallies, renewed bis workes of wonders: bee bold and confident, tha 
beleeving in his Name withont feare hee will neyer leave us untill we' 
go enjoy the glory of God in'Canacs, ME CIR MER pre
